Results of drug abuse project disappointing 


(Editors note: this is the first in a series dealing with 
accomplishment ot Lompoc’s volunteer drug abuse council.

Editor 
It has been nearly one year since we authored a series of articles 
concerning the sad plight of the drug addict in Lompoc Valley. The 
articles pointed out that little, if nothing, was being done to aid those 
‘‘hooked 
on drugs who wanted to quit — who wanted, to use the 
cliche, “ get the monkey off their back.” 
The articles prompted action but the results, as far as concerns the 
addicted, have been miserable. 
With very little exception, Lompoc Valley still has the same addicts. 
The simple fact is that 98 per cent of those addicted in Lompoc are 
not going to “get the monkey off their back” because, by reason of 
their condition they cannot nor do they want to. 
However, all is not lost, in Lompoc Valley, as concerns a strong 
drug abuse program. The Record articles did prompt action, positive 
action which has accomplished a great deal in coordinated movement 
toward drug abuse prevention, one of the few communities in this 
County with such a strong endeavor. 
In January of this year, a Lompoc Valley Drug Abuse Coordinating 
Council was formed and the door was open to all who wanted to help. 


All Lompoc Valley ministers responded Nearly all Lompoc doctors 
and several from Vandenberg Air Force Base heeded a call Valuable 
guidance and day-to-day leadership and work was volunteered by Dr. 
Wallace 
Ault and 
the Lompoc Mental 
Health Department. 
Contributions of goods and cash came early from individuals, clubs 
and organizations. Nurses from Lompoc District Hospital, along with 
concerned individuals, joined the Council ranks. Cooperation was 
gained from the Lompoc Police Department, Probation Department, 
Sheriff s Department. School District. County Housing Authority and 
many, many others. 
The first priority established by the Council was the establishment 
of a de-toxification clinic, more commonly known as a “ kick clinic." 
This priority was forced by demands of Lompoc Valley addicts. 
“ We want to quit.” 
“ We need this kind of help ” 
“ We can't quit without help.” 
It was the reasoning ot the Council that such a clinic would take the 
junkies” off the street, halt the dealing and hopefully, through 
medication, put those seriously committed to total drug abstinence 
back on the right track in society. 
A location was found for the clinic < A call to Hotline, RE 6-4535, or 
any minister will provide the location). Lompoc and Vandenberg 


doctors volunteered an hour of their time daily. 
Pharmacists in 
Lompoc sold the Council medication for the clinic at their cost Nurses 
from Lompoc Hospital volunteered daily. Ministers also volunteered 
daily along with lay clinic assistants or “ Earth Mothers, 
as they 
were later known Personalized fund-raising brought forth enough 
money to open the clinic doors in February of this year 
Public knowledge of the establishment ot the “ kick clinic, 
now 
known as Dawn House, was kept at a bare minimum. The word was 
spread by word-of-mouth to the addicted colony of the Valley that such 
a facility was now available to those who feared the painful 
withdrawals of narcotics addiction and because ot this tear, refused to 
“ kick.” 
Beginning weeks ot the operation of Dawn House were encouraging 
to all members ot the Council. Addicts started in small numbers to 
voluntarily come for treatment. As assurances grew that the clinic 
provided anonymity from law enforcement surveillance, addicts came 
in greater numbers so that by March ot this Dawn House was seeing as 
high as 20 in a single day. 
But soon many crisis developed

Lompoc asks for review 
of unemployment estimates 


The City of Lompoc has asked for a review of unemployment estimates 
by the Department of Human Resources that have caused the Lompoc 
Valley area to be skipped when additional job aid monies were assigned 
In a letter to Paul Floyd, the county’s assistant administrative officer, 
Dustin Griffith. Lompoc assistant city administrator, said, “ I would like to 
question the basis whereby it has been determined that the Lompoc Valley 
area does not qualify tor any additional funds." 
The HRD has certified that unemployment rate in the Santa Maria and 
Santa Barbara areas exceeds six per cent. There has been no determination 
on the jobless rate in the Lompoc area, hence the area was skipped when 
Department of Labor officials in San Francisco carved up a supplementary 
jobless aid pie of $433,000. "I expect that the unemployment rate within the 
Lompoc Valley equals or exceeds that ot other areas in Santa Barbara 
County,” Griffith wrote Floyd 
Griffith asked for reconsideration. The Record learned exclusively last 
week that the federal government has a sum of money laid aside against the 
possibility that some area might have been skipped when the 
supplementary monies were divided 
Meanwhile steps are under way to hire six employees in Lompoc with the 
aid of about $54,000 which was assigned the area out of the first federal 
funding for the Public Employment Program. 
Because of additional funding Santa Maria is expected to get about 
$150,000 total. 


Big troop cutback planned 


SAIGON (UPD—With the South 
Vietnamese presidential election 
out ot the way, the l .S. command 
today announced one ot its biggest 
American troop cutbacks in two 
years. l.S. withdrawal had been 
slowed in anticipation ol guerrilla 
attacks 
during 
the 
election 
campaign. 
Four full battalions and three 


smaller units ended their combat 
role today, one day after the 
election, a move »which will reduce 
U.S. troop strength by 3,215 men. It 
was the largest troop standdown 
since the w ithdrawals began July 1, 
1969. under President Nixon's troop 
withdrawal program, and it was the 
first withdrawal ol ground combat 
units since Sept. 15

Information Center published a 
preliminary nationwide count that 
showed Thieu got 5,776,074 votes, or 
91.51 percent ot the total of 6.311.853 
cast. 


The center said 353,148 votes were 
invalid and counted against Thieu 
That amounted to 5.5 per cent ot the 
vote. There was some mystery 
about the remaining 3 per cent. 
Officials said there were some 
“ missing ballots” and it would be 
one or two days before all the votes 
could be accounted tor 


Thieu had said he would quit if he 
didn t get more than 50 per cent ot 
the vote, but the huge plurality of 
ballots

The results showed the grip the 
Thieu-appomted

have on the countryside All of them 
are army colonels and all of them 
were under orders to get out the 
vote and make sure it went to the

Senate today approved the second 
military pay raise within a month, 
designed to spur enlistments and 
help create an all-volunteer army 


The pay increase, which would 
cost $381 1 million annually, would 
come on top of the $2 4 billion raise 
approved by Congress and signed by 
Nixon. The raises would go into 
effect in mid-November, after the 
wage-price freeze expires 


The amendment to the military 
procurement bill was supported by 
President Nixon. The White House 
promised Sen Gordon Allott. R- 
Colo , last month to support the 
amendment in exchange for his 
dropping his opposition to a two- 
year continuance of the draft 
Allott wanted the new bill as a 
means ot giving higher raises to 
lower ranking personnel in an el tort 
to attract more young men into the 
service. 


The two pay raises combined 
would give a recruit $291 a month, 
an increase of $56, and a junior 
officer with less than two years’ 
service $593, an increase ot $142

points had been settled and when an 
agreement might be reached in the 
96-day old strike, the longest in the 
region s history. 
The strike, which began July 1, 
has tied up ports along the Pacific 
lrom Canada to Mexico and hit hard 
at the export-import economy of the 
Hawaiian Islands.

Tass did not say whether Luna 19 would attempt to land, 
as the ill-fated Luna 18 did last month But the launch an­ 
nouncement on Sept. 28 said it would work 
trom the orbit 
of an artificial satellite 
—an indication it would not touch 
down. 


Tass said Sundas the moon sputnik was orbiting two 
hours and two minutes at an angle ot 40 degrees to the 
moon s equator. 


The incoming information trom Luna 
19 is being

minute negotiating session punctuated w ith 
bitter shouts and thunderous laughter 


Participants agreed that

difference revolved around increases in the 
income and sales taxes Democrats favor 
boosting 
the 
incom e 
levy 
w hile 
Republicans support an increase in the 
sales tax 


However, both sides agree on the need 
tor substantial property tax relief That is 
at the heart of the opposing programs 
Reagan 
expressed 
disappointm ent 


following rejection by the Dem ocrats ot 
the GDP counterproposal which contained 
a halt cent boost in the sales tax starting 
next July with an estim ated $250 million in 
new funds derived from the levy going 
toward school aid. 


In the event agreement is not possible on 
a broad tax reform program, the negotia­ 
tors are expected to put together an 
interim tax package to handle a state 
budget deficit.

Coming and going 
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Italians spread the word 
Avanti in furniture design 
Your Birthday by Stella

NEW YORK — ( NEA) — 
The stereotype of the Italian 
is that of a volatile individ­ 
ual, loving, effusive, u n p re­ 
dictable, overindulgent and 
expansive. W hether the lit­ 
era ry or film fictional c h a r­ 
acter is tru e to life is moot 
However, such e x p e c t e d 
facets of the Roman psyche 
are used to describe Italian 
design 
influence in 
home 
furnishings in the last five 
years. 
F u rn itu re buyers for d e ­ 
p a r t m e n t stores and im­ 
p orters 
reflect for a 
m o­ 
m ent w hen asked why th e re 
is a definite Italian design 
force, especially in m odern 
furnishings. Then they say, 
as did E leanor Stendig of 
Stendig, Inc., im porters of 
leading f o r e i g n 
designs, 
“Italians are influential be­ 
cause th e architects doing 
the designing are so inven­ 
tive. They really are behind 
the m eaning of ‘av a n ti.’ ” 
Stendig was a m o n g the 
first to im port such fine d e­ 
signs as those by 
IVIarcel 
B reur (m ade in Italy) and 
E errio Aarnio, Finnish. Ital­ 
ian 
hom e 
furnishings 
the 
firm brought to th e United 
States about 10 years ago. 
The use of a variety of 
plastics proved im portant to 
the Italian d e s i g n e r , Mrs. 
Stendig feels. D uring buying 
trips and visits to th e home 
furnishing fair in Milan, she 
l e a r n e d about the small 
shops w here d e s i g n s are 
done prim arily by hand. 
“The Italians can afford 
to m ake a prototype and 
bring 
it 
to m arket. 
They 
don t rely upon selling th o u ­ 
sands of units of a piece. 
They take a chance on new ­ 
ness that A m ericans feel is 
financially im possible.” 
She w ent on to describe a 
small village 
n ear 
Torino 
w h e r e architect G iuseppi 
Raim ondi had 
his designs 
m ade in sm all shops . . . 
“ Everyone 
in 
th e 
village 
cam e in to work. O verhead 
was low and the only loss 
would be in m aterial and 
(low -salaried) labor.” 
A boon to Italian fu rn i­ 
tu re has been use of plastics 
such as polyurethane, often 
m olded 
and 
covered 
with 
fabric. Plastics cam e at a 
tim e w hen c r a f t s m e n in 
Italy w ere d i s a p p e a r i n g . 
H andw ork for coiling and 


webbing is being replaced 
by 
stam ping and molding 
but in the Italian designs, 
Mrs Stendig points out, the 
designers are willing to pay 
for expensive molds for a 
limited n u m b er of experi­ 
m ental pieces. Color, inven­ 
tiveness and hum or are up­ 
perm ost and ap p ear in play­ 
ful plastic tracto r seats in 
vivid colors and a wedge of 
fabric-covered polyurethane 
that rests a g a in s t'th e wall 
like a piece of m odern art. 
It’s quite com fortable as the 
chair it really is. 


Italian designers also took 
the influence lead 
in the 
barren lamp field about 10 
years ago. Before that time, 
according to designer and 
im porter G e o r g e Kovacs, 
Itcly was in a Victorian, tra ­ 
ditional era. In the United 
S t a t e s , 
lamp design was 
abom inable, he says. 


I would say the Italian 
influence cam e from a lack 
of conservatism , m ore d ar­ 
ing than in o th er countries. 
M anufacturers 
are 
willing 
to work with architects m ore 
than U.S. firm s can afford to 
do and architects in Italy 
d on’t expects to m ake a lot 
of money from designs.” 
For exam ple, Kovacs says, 
the late Joe Colombo, whose 
designs 
had 
great 
im pact 
around the world, “would do 
a design for a small m an u ­ 
fac tu re r for the love of d e­ 
sign. I saw some lamp de­ 
signs, 
for 
exam ple, 
being 
tu rn ed out in the basem ent 
of 
a 
house w here six or 
seven craftsm en w orked.” 
Of course, a result of such 
an approach to creative de­ 
sign is high prices. Accord­ 
ing to Kovacs. “It often is 
like buying an o r i g i n a l 
painting." 
A great concern now are 
the copies or knock-offs of 
c l a s s i c 
d e s i g n s , 
using 
cheaper m aterials This may 
lead to po o rer designs from 
Italv, which will h u rt the 
tru ly innovative designers. 
A n o t h e r typically Italian 
trait that can cut into d e­ 
sign interest by the A m eri­ 
can 
consum er— delivery 
is 
slow and irregular because 
of many strikes and com pa­ 
nies 
being 
not 
too 
well- 
organized. 
“ However,” Kovacs says, 
“th e designs are w orth wait­ 
ing for.”

Knit this pretty poncho

An im portant word in fash­ 
ion this season is the layered 
look. A shirt under a sw eat­ 
er, and on top of th at a vest,

blazer—or best of all, a pon­ 
cho. 
This all-weather poncho is 
the perfect answ er for w a rm ­ 
ing up the season. You knit 
it on two circular needles— 
one 29 inches and the other 
a 16-inch. You’ll find it will 
work 
along 
quickly, 
once 
you’ve 
worked 
your 
test 
piece. This is simple: Using 
color A (dark gray), cast on 
12 sts on the 16-inch circular 
needle. W ork back and forth 
in stockinette st for 16 rows. 
Your test piece should m eas­ 
ure 4 incne s q u a r e . If it 
doesn’t, then try different 
size needles. If the piece is 
too small, use larger nee­ 
dles; if it’s b i g g e r than 4 
inches then you m ust work 
with sm aller needles. 
I continue to em phasize 
the proper gauge, because 
it’s the basis for turning out 
garm ents that fit and look 
professional. 
W h e n 
your 
gauge is right, then your fin­ 
ished poncho or sw eater, will 
look the way you w ant it to, 
simply by following direc­ 
tions. 
T h i s particular 
poncho, 
with 
instructions 
available 
for sizes 8 right up to 18, is 
knit in Reynolds Icelandic 
Lopi yarn, in three shades of 
natural color gray. 
The poncho is finished with 
a sm art, easy-to-hook fringe, 
that you work around the 
bottom edge with a Size K 
hook. 
So put a poncho on your

D ear Judy—I ’ve been put­ 
ting off knitting the cable- 
knit sw eater which I p ro m ­ 
ised m y daughter for a long 
time. Up until now I ’ve only 
t a c k l e d ultra-sim ple g ar­ 
m ents and th e cable-knits 
have always looked a bit dif­ 
ficult. Can you help m e kee 
m y overdue prom ise? Than 
you.—V. 
M.. P e a rl 
River, 
New York. 


Dear V. M.—I t’s m u c h 
easier than it looks. Don’t 
worry, your daughter will be 
w e a r i n g that cable-knit 
sw eater very soon. 


When working cables, un­ 
less otherwise specifically di­ 
rected in the instructions, 
start row count as follows: 
purled, or wrong side of work 
—row one. This will assure 
that 
every 
odd-num bered 
row will com e on the wrong 
side of the work and every 
even-num bered 
r o w 
will 
com e on the right side of the 
work. This m ethod of count­ 
ing rows should m ake the 
work 
less confusing 
when 
m aking the cable row itself, 
as it will autom atically throw 
the 
cable 
onto 
the 
even- 
num bered row and on the 
right side of the work. 


When m aking a cable, slip 
the desired num ber of sts 
onto the cable-stitch holder, 
keeping the curve in the hold­ 
er down. When the sts are 
on, turn the needle-points of 
the holder down and very 
lightly 
stick 
the 
left-hand 
point of the holder into the 
knitting to keep it firmly in 
position. Work the next num ­ 
ber of sts called for and 
then, instead of knitting the 
sts from the holder, which 
m any 
knitters 
often 
find 
aw kw ard, slip the sts from 
the holder back onto the left- 
hand needle and then knit 
them off from this. 


To keep the holder readily 
available when working a 
num ber of cables in the row, 
stick the holder lightly into 
the work, taking ca re that it 
does not split the threads of 
the knitting.

BALTIMORE lU P I)—By any yardstick, Boog Powell has 
to rate as a gentleman ot considerable stature. 
Put together like a side of beef, the big, hulking and— 
fortunately 
for 
everyone—amiable 
Baltimore, first 
baseman actually goes 6-4 and 266, not 6-4 and 250 as the 
Orioles list him in their official program. 
Although theoretically nothing in life is ever sure, a 
couple of things are. One of them is that Boog Powell will 
never take up anything like needlepoint. Nor is he ever 
going to make one of those TV commercials where this 
sylph-like guy goes traipsing through some field of daisies 
to show you how cool his face feels after he applies such- 
and-such after-shave lotion. 
Boog Powell simply isn't the type. 
Imagine him then hopping apprehensively from one foot 
to another while being buzzed by a menacing yellow- 
jacket? 
That's what happened here Sunday during the fourth 
inning of Baltimore's 5-3 win over Oakland in the playoff 
opener and although it might've seemed funny to the 42,621 
Memorial Stadium fans who witnessed Powell trying to get 
away from the bee. it wasn't funny at all to him. 
Three times he backed out of the batter's box with Vida 
Blue ready to pitch to him and everytime he tried moving 
away the bee kept following him. 
Tlie fans roared when Hank Soar, the plate umpire, 
swatted Powell on the back with his chest protector trying 
to be helpful. 
F'inally, one of the stadium ushers came out and sprayed 
Powell with some insect repellant. 
i really felt sorry for Boog, " said Earl Weaver, the 
Orioles' manager, after the ball game. "How would you 
like to be up there with this guy (Blue» throwing the ball a 
hundred miles an hour and a bee trying to get at you the 
same time?" 
Boog Powell says he didn't like it at all. 
"The bee started bothering me while I was in the on deck 
circle," said the Orioles' home run slugger. "I thought I ’d 
gotten rid of him but when I went up there to the plate and 
Blue began winding up I said wait a minute, there's a 
yellow-jacket flying in my eyes'." 


"How do you know it was a yellow-jacket? " a guy in the 
clubhouse asked Powell. 
"That's what they call em in Honda, " said Powell, who 
comes from Lakeland. Fla. "Anyway, Hank Soar says we’ll 
wait until we get him outta here." 
"Are bees usually a problem in this ballpark? " someone 
else asked Powell. 
"There must be nine million of them around here, " he 
.said "1 caught one of them in the dugout the other day and 
squeezed him and he stung me. I ain't afraid of em.but this 
one the other day stung me in the palm of my hand. ” 
"Billy Hunter (one of the Orioles' coaches» says the 
reason you got stung like that was because you didn't do 
what he told you to. " a newsman said. "Hunter said he told 
you that you should put your thumb and forefinger an inch 
apart, wait until the bee flies in there and then pinch it. " 
Billy Hunter is full of beans. " Boog Powell said. "You 
think i’m just gonna stand there and keep my fingers like 
this all the time? ” 
Powell held his left hand up with his thumb and forefinger 
an inch apart. 
There was an ice pack tied around his right wrist, but that 
wa.sn’t the bee’s fault. Powell injured his wrist sliding into 
second base in the fourth after singling to right after the 
bug repellant got rid of the bee. 
Some people claim things like after-shave lotion attract 
mosquitos and possibly even bees. 
" I don’t think that was the case with me," said Powell. "I 
didn’t have any of that stuff on my face, no tonic on my hair 
or anything else like that. The only thing I can say is that 
they're attracted to honey. They like sweet things. " 
Boog Powell looked up and smiled. 
He had to. He couldn't keep a straight face anymore.

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Hollywood's time of troubles 
The big films lay the biggest eggs 


By DICK K LEIN ER 


HOLLYWOOD— (N E A)— 
Hollywood has always been 
a town that dealt in illusions, 
so it is only natural for it to 
be desperately taking hope 
from shadows. 
That’s what’s g o i n g on 
now. The whole movie in­ 
dustry — b ut particularly 
Hollywood — is in the grip 
of a depression of major pro­ 
portions. But there are peo­ 
ple who see that it is ending. 
The signs are vague — a 
few statistics, mostly hunch­ 
es and hopes. There are still 
some industry leaders who 
believe the worst is yet to 
come. But today, for the 
first t i m e in six months, 
there are more people talk- 


ing optimistically than pes­ 
simistically. 
“ HOLLYWOOD R I S I N G 
FROM S H A D O W S ’’ pro­ 
claims a headline in Daily 
Variety. 
“ It looks like ’71 will be 
about the same as ’70,’’ says 
a union leader, “ and for a 
while we expected it to be 
worse.” 
“ We need product,” says 
a theater owner, “ and that 
means production has to go 
up.” 
“ There was a noticeable 
pickup last month,” says a 
leading agent. “ For the first 
time in a long time, I feel 
optimistic.” 
The depression coincided 
with the general business 


letdown in the United States, 
but the movie depression had 
some additional c a u s e s . 
There was a spate of big 
budget films which flopped 
and suddenly the major stu­ 
dios were in deep trouble. 
The way movie economics 
work—or always did work-- 
was that studios borrowed 
money from banks to make 
films. They had to pay in­ 
terest on these loans. The 
bigger the budget, the more 
t h e y had to borrow, the 
greater the amount of in­ 
terest. And interest rates 
were unusually high in 1969 
and 1970. 
When a studio had several 
big films in the works, with 
whopping interest bills, it 
had a problem. Studio after 
Is the happy ending back? 


HOLLYWOOD— (NEA )— 
The fall is always Holly­ 
wood's best time. Television 
production is in full swing. 
Historically, it’s the season 
for the heaviest feature pro- 
d u с t i о n—still sunny but 
without summer’s heat. 
And this fall, after a de­ 
pressed spring and summer, 
Hollywood is coming back. 


“ We’re 85 per cent em­ 
ployed,” says Joseph Ber- 
nay, head of IATSE (Inter- 
n a ti ona l Association of 
Theatrical and Stage Em­ 
ployees), the parent movie 
union. “We’ll be all right 
until the end of the year 
and by then, when TV drops 
off, we hope there wUl be 
plenty of features shooting.” 


Universal Studios reported 
that in September they set 
an all-time record for the 
number of musicians em­ 
ployed on the lot—there 
were 30 composers and 1,875 
musicians working. 


The Association of Motion 
Picture and Television Pro­ 
ducers says its preliminary 
figures indicate there will be 
more films shot here in ’71 
than there were in ’70. 
Buck Harris, of the Screen 
Actors’ Guild, says that the 
total income of actors this 
year will be about the same 
as it was last year. They had 
been expecting another drop. 
And there is more money to 
be made in the commercial 
area, which now accounts 
for 53.7 per cent of all in­ 
come made by actors. 
There are those, of course, 
who believe that the talk 
that the depression is over is 
wishful thinking. John Leh- 
ners, president of the Holly­ 
wood AFL Film Council, 
says that, while employment 
has picked up somewhat, “ it 
is a seasonal pick-up, and 
not as much as normal.” He 
says that some locals are 
still running 35 to 40 per cent 
unemployed.

It no longer wanted to see 
the big, glossy, superficial 
films like “ Darling Lili” and 
“ Tora, Tora, Tora.” Pic­ 
tures like “ The Graduate” 
and “ Easy Rider,” made for 
peanuts, caught on. 


Almost overnight, studios 
let hundreds of employes go, 
closed commissaries, cut 
production schedules. Lines 
at the unemployment offices 
grew.

Last August, California 
Gov. Ronald Reagan urged 
President Nixon to back leg­ 
islation designed to encour­ 
age film producti on at 
home, as opposed to over­ 
seas. He cited “ the dismal 
statistics” which “ underline 
the tragedy of our film in­ 
dustry.” 
But there are people 
around who feel things are 
getting better. They cite 
these conditions: 
• The industry’s over-all 
debt is now down to a work­ 
able figure. 
• Box offi ces are busy 
and many film s —“ Love 
Story,” “ W i l l a r d , ” “ Evil 
Knievel”—are hugely suc­ 
cessful. 
• T h e a t e r owners are 
forced to show old double 
features because there is a 
current-product shortage. 
• The industry’s i nve n­ 
tory of unreleased films has 


ported by the Screen Actors 
Guild, declined. It was al­ 
most $17 million below the 
’69 figure. 
Movie attendance we n t 
down, too. There is no gen­ 
erally accepted source of 
national box-office figures, 
but all theater associations 
agree that ’70 slumped bad­ 
ly- 
Over-all employment in 
the film trades was down be­ 
tween 18 and 20 per cent— 
some of the craft locals re­ 
ported they had as high as 
55 per cent of their member­ 
ship out of work. For a few 
months the average unem­ 
ployment was 55 per cent 
and in a few locals hit 85 
per cent out. 


Because the FCC took a 
half-hour a night away from 
the networks, TV production 
was cut at the same time, 


further slicing employment. 
Major stars the likes oi 
Burt Lancaster and Kirk 
Douglas were hit hard. They 
had always commanded big 
salaries and, with low budg­ 
ets, big salaries were out 
They were forced to go to 
Europe, but European pro­ 
duction was in a bad way, 
too. 
The outlook was bleak. 
And then, suddenly, as the 
dire summer of '71 came to 
an end, there were fore­ 
shadowings of a change. 
There was something to be 
clutched at. 


shrunk to a normal level. 
“ We’re out of the cyclical 
phase,” says a studio head. 
“ We hear that the net­ 
works are going to be mak­ 
ing more pilot films this 
season,” says a top agent. 
“ The independent pro­ 
ducers are doing well now,” 
says another agent. “ There 
is more activity than there 
has been for months.” 


“ I’m optimistic about the 
entire industry,” says Fouad 
Said, head of Cinemobile, 
the mobile production facil­ 
ity. “ We’re sitting on a ball 
of fire.” 
“ There’s a definite feel­ 
ing,” says another union 
leader, "that we’ve hit bot­ 
tom and the only way to go 
is up.” 
Those are the voices of 
Hollywood. Some are still 
gloomy but there are more 
that are bright. Time will 
tell which were right.

The studio king is dead 


HOLLYWOOD — (NEA) - 
While the consensus in Holly­ 
wood is that the worst of the 
movie depression is over, no­ 
body expects things ever to 
return to what they were. 


Hollywood has changed 
and appears irreversible. 


The days when the major 
studios—MGM, Paramount, 
Fox, Warners, Columbia— 
were kings is over. You can 
see that just by visiting any 
one of them today. With the 
exception of Universal, which 
is almost all television and 
tourism and is bustling, the 
others are ghost towns. 


On the Paramount lot, the 
commissary is closed and 
there is not one still pho­ 
tographer left on the payroll. 
If they need a still shot, they 
hire an outsider for one day. 
And this in a business built 
on pictures. 


In place of the studios, 
basically, are the indepen­ 
dent producers. They may 
rent a studio if they want to 
shoot on a soundstage; more 
often they shoot on location, 
frequently in the Los Ange­ 
les area. 


But filming in Europe, 
Mexico, Canada and other 
parts of the United States is 
common. 
Hollywood craft 
unions are highly paid. Ex­ 
tras in Hollywood command 
relatively high salaries. Out 
of the jurisdiction of the Hol­ 
lywood 
unions, 
producers 
can hire extras and some un­ 
skilled production people for 
considerably less. 


Each independent produc­ 
tion is a separate entity so 
long-term contracts for ac­ 
tors, writers, directors, 
technical people are things of 
the past. An independent pro­ 
ducer shops on the open mar­ 
ket for the people he needs. 


“ The town will have to 
adjust to an entire new way 
of life,” says producer Rich­ 
ard Berg. “ There’s no more 
coddling of people by stu­ 
dios. Old hands have to fight 
for jobs right along with the 
kids today.” 
“ You can work with the 
unions,” says another pro­ 
ducer, Fred Levinson. “ They 
are anxious to find work for 
their members so they will 
make concessions.” 
“ Hollywood was ready for 
a change.” says Fouad Said, 
whose Cinemobiles service 
independent filming on loca­ 
tion. “ It was doing things 
the same way for 30 years.” 


The change is here. Some 
people liken what’s happen­ 
ing here to what happened 
in the record industry. For 
many >ears, records were 
controlled bv.a few major 
concerns, such as RCA, Dec- 
ca, Columbia. Then the in­ 
dependent labels moved in 
and today it’s anybody’s ball 


game. Hits come from tiny 
companies, as well as the big 
ones. 


It’s the same way with fea­ 
ture films. With lower budg­ 
ets, virtually anybody can 
put 
together 
a 
package. 
Get a script, a director, some 
actors, go to the bank and 
borrow the money and. pres­ 
to, you’re a producer. 
The 
major 
studios 
are 
hanging on, hopefully. Twen­ 
tieth Century-Fox has 
19 
films scheduled for release 
this year, or early ’72. Al­ 
most all are low budget. 
“ It is safe to say,” says a 
man from Fox, “ that, outside 
of ‘Hot Rock,’ which is cost­ 
ing $4 million, the rest of the 
stuff will be brought in for 
$2 million or below. We 


aren’t going to make any 
more ‘Tora! Tora! Toras” or 
‘Hello, Dollys.’ I would guess 
that our entire budget for the 
year will be less than those 
two pictures combined.” 


Of course, Hollywood’s fi­ 
nancial structure is tied to 
the general économy. If that 
improves, and people have 
more money to spend to go 
to the movies. Hollywood will 
benefit. If the general con­ 
ditions worsen, the movie 
business will go on hurting. 
But, all things considered, 
there is optimism here. In 
fact, some people are ex­ 
cited—they think the future 
will be very new and very 


good. It’s definitely going to 
be different than the past.

U PPER SADDLE RIVER, 
N.J. — (NEA) — Early the 
ether morning, about 3 a.m., 
my family was senselessly 
awakened by a loud, rude, 
scarey pounding at the door. 
My nine-year-old son was 
the first to investigate. 
Pound, pound, pound! 
“ Who is it?” 
Pound, pound, pound! 
The boy t u r n e d on the 
porch light and was about to 
open the door when he heard 
muffled v o i c e s . Then he 
h e a r d scuffling. Then he 
h e a r d and saw the door 
handle rattle. And then he 
ran screaming into his par­ 
ents’ bedroom for help. 
By the time I got to the 
door, the k n o c k i n g had 
ceased. And whoever had 
been making the noise was 
gone. I l o o k e d outside, 
winced at the door which 
had been hit so hard its 
h i n g e s were loose, and 
slipped on a p i l e of goo 
which had been deposited on 
the porch. The goo was hot 
cooked garbage of several 
origins. 
Vandals. Dammit. Again. 
Neither my wife nor son 
could return to sleep that 
morning. And I, with flash- 
l i g h t , remained up too, 
crouched outside as guard 
against further harassment. 
I 
was a n g r y . 
Sick to 
heart. But not surprised. My 
suburban property is com­ 
paratively 
secluded, 
com­ 
paratively exclusive, 
com­ 
paratively pleasant, but like 
property everywhere today 
it is ripely susceptive to one 
of America’s fastest multi­ 
plying and probably most 
conventional crimes: wanton 
juvenile sabotage. 
This 
summer 
my 
bitsy 
acre alone has been sub­ 
jected to more than two doz­ 
en crude attacks. Five out­ 
door lights have been brok­ 
en, $100 worth of shrubbery 
has been destroyed. Peeping 
Toms have been so prolific 
that I’ve had to i n s t a l l 
frosted 
windows 
in 
some 
rooms. Once I picked up a 
boxful of g l a s s from my 
driveway—broken beer bot­ 
tles. Another t i m e I re ­ 
trieved a cartonful of used 


sanitary napkins. Just this 
morning I painted over some 
foul four-letters on my m ail­ 
box. 
But what’s happening to 
me. and many of my neigh­ 
bors, is nothing as to w hat’s 
going on all over the nation. 
The Bell Telephone Company 
reports that vandals wreck 
$10 million worth of street 
coin b o x e s annually. The 
Small Business Administra­ 
tion believes that vandalism 
accounts for more than a 
quarter of all business crime 
losses. One insurance com­ 
pany, Allstate, pays more 
than $4.5 million each year 
for 
malicious 
damage 
to 
automobiles. And the Nation­ 
al E d u c a t i o n Association 
says the nation’s schools suf­ 
fer most of all—$200 million 
in vandalism damage a year, 
at least, in “ grossly under­ 
stated” terms. 
The situation is so bad 
that nobody knows really 
how bad. The FBI believes 
t h a t 141.000 people (even 


this statistic is an estimate) 
were arrested for vandalism 
in 1970 (double what it was 
in 1964), “ but this is just a 
drop in the bucket figure.” 
Most vandalism, police say, 
is never reported. And even 
if it was. most vandals would 
n e v e r be caught. In my 
town, for example, there are 
7,800 residents and a dozen 
police officers. And as the 
chief keeps telling complain­ 
ing citizens: “ Well, sir, we 
just can’t have a cop outside 
every residence.” 


But if we don’t know how 
many vandals there are in 
the nation, we at least have 
a fair idea of who the sab­ 
oteurs are. They are kids. 
Eighty per cent of all van­ 
dals arrested are under 18 
years of age. And in this day 
when any teenager with a 
flower is thought of as a 
prophet of charity and broth­ 
erhood. this is sobering. The 
children, it seems, are not 
so saintly as popular symbol­ 
ism would have it. 


J u v e n i l e delinquency, 
which is almost a synonym 
for vandalism, is growing 
much faster than the general 
juvenile population. Accord­ 
ing to juvenile authorities in 
the U.S. Health, Education 
a n d Welfare Department, 
one of every six boys will 
end up in court before his 
18th birthday - usually for 
a vandalistic act. And the 
officials believe the figures 
would be much higher if law 
enforcement agencies were 
able to nab more perpetra­ 
tors: “ It is estimated that 
upwards of 90 per cent of all 
youth commit acts for which 
they might be brought to 
court if apprehended.” 
So it is that the fellow who 
slashes your tires may have 
“ Love” stenciled on the rear 
ot his tie-dyed jeans. A few 
weeks ago in Harrison, N.Y., 
which is j u s t a vandal’s 
stone throw from my house, 
t h r e e teenagers were a r­ 
rested for mutilating 11 rab­ 
bits, three pigeons and a 
chicken in a children's zoo. 
When the boys were taken in 
for charges, one of t h e m 
flashed the peace sign to a 
stupified crowd. 
None of this, of course, 
should be taken as any kind 
of condemnation of young 
people in general. I am call­ 
ing 
specific 
spades 
here. 
Too many kids today feel 
that “ ripping off” t h e i r 
neighbors is a hallowed call­ 
ing. Kids of every age since 
the Egyptians have vandal­ 
ized. but the modern ones 
h a v e advanced it to art. 
Breaking school windows, or 
setting 
fire 
to 
mailboxes 
should no longer be consid­ 
ered “ senseless acts.” They 
are a form of urban-suburb­ 
an guerrilla warfare. 
To some extent, perhaps, 
it is useless to fight such 
guerrillas. I have had more 
experienced neighbors tell 
me simply to grit and bear it 
and eventually the kids will 
find other fun. But to hell 
w i t h that. My boy is not 
sleeping well these nights. 
My wife is afraid to go in 
the garden after dark. And 
so I’m spending as much 
time as possible outside with 
my flashlight. It’s not the 
answer. But what is the an­ 
swer? I don’t want my door 
beaten in ever again.

Such ironies are not at all 
uncommon in m atters that 
have

hunger 
throughout the world. 
In­ 
deed. it is itself one of the 
supreme ironies of our time 
that in an age of moon walks 
and a food technology ad­ 
vanced enough to capsulize 
complete dinners 
i n 
a n 
aspirin-sized pill, hunger is 
still very much with us. 
But how serious 
is the 
problem? 
How many peo­ 
ple on the earth are actually 
starving, 
or do not have 
enough to eat? 
How much 
of what we hear and read is 
true, how much is exaggera­ 
tion? 
Several 
years 
ago, 
two 
agronomists, 
William 
and 
Paul Paddock, looked at the 
rising 
w o r l d 
population 
curve, studied food produc­ 
tion levels 
and 
concluded 
that Armageddon was just 
around 
the corner. 
They 
wrote a book entitled “ F a m ­ 
ine, 
1975,” in which they 
stated flatly that wide-scale 
famine was an inevitability 
during the 1970s. They ar- 
i 
ued, further, that what the 
Inited States and the rest of 
the developed world had to 
do now was decide which of 
the starving countries could 
be “ saved” and which, in 
effect, had to be sacrificed. 
Were the Paddock broth­ 
ers merely alarmists? 
Or 
were they saying out loud 
what 
other 
scientists 
and 
government 
officials 
have 
recognized 
for years—that 
the population explosion is 
outpacing the world's capac­ 
ity to supply food, making 
eventual mass starvation un­ 
avoidable? 
“ We still don’t know for 
sure,” 
admits 
an 
official 
from the Food and Agricul­ 
tural 
Organization 
of 
the 
U n i t e d Nations. 
“ We’ve 
made a lot of progress over 
the past several years. 
It’s 
unlikely that we’ll see the 
kind of thing the Paddock 
brothers were talking about 
in this decade. 
But we’re a 
long way from being out of 
the woods 
We may yet dis­ 
cover 
that 
the 
Paddocks 
weren’t 
wrong—they 
were 
simply prem ature in their 
dates.” 
If the brothers were in 
fact prem ature in their time­ 
table, it’s mainly because 
they underestimated the im­ 
pact that modern agricul­ 
tural technology would have 
upon food production—par­ 
ticularly in the so-called ‘de- 


veloping” countries of Asia, 
Africa and Latin America, 


A revolution in agriculture 
has been taking place in 
many of these countries—a 
“ Green Revolution,” as it’s 
being called. 
Modern irri­ 
gation techniques, chemical 
fertilizers and new “ m ira­ 
cle’’ seeds have served to 
double and more harvests 
in areas which traditionally 
yielded barely enough food 
to feed the people in the im­ 
mediate vicinity. 


There have been impres­ 
sive advances, too, in relat­ 
ed fields. S e v e r a l world 
organizations, for instance, 
have been working together 
on

project 
in 
Kenya, 
aimed at conquering tick- 
borne diseases that kill as 
many as a half-million cat­ 
tle a year in East Africa 
Computers are now being

Without some give in the near 
future two things are very likely to 
happen The first is a trade war as 
other 
nations 
take

This would be followed 
by a world-wide recession. 
Historic parallels are not hard to 
find. In 1930 Herbert Hoover signed 
the Smoot-Haw lev tariff act over 
the protest of a thousand of the 
nation s leading economists.

turmoil that came with it as a 
prelude to the second world war. 
Germany was the focus of that 
upheaval While today nothing like 
the violent forces ot 1933 and after 
afflict a restored nation, Germany 
is again a center of increasing 
concern.

Inflation in Germany today is

with two million foreign workers 
imported to make up for the labor 
shortage. That number is dropping, 
however, as demand slakens. 
It is not that the surcharge will 
have an immediate and direct effect 
on German exports to this country. 
German exports to the United States 
are only nine per cent of the total. Of 
the nine per cent, 82 per cent is 
subject to the surcharge. But the 
American market represents only 
two per cent of the German gross 
national product. More serious, in

In this way a 
promising approach to agreement 
tapering off the arms race and 
relaxing the barriers between east 
and west would be closed off That is 
precisely what powerful reactionary 
forces in Germany want. 
Japan will feel the impact of the

forcefully. 
The 
Eisaku 
Sato 
government in Tokyo is already 
being written off. It is likely to be 
replaced 
bv 
a 
nationalist 
government bent on reprisals to 
match American barriers. 
Practically every speaker at the 
meetings here has singled out the 
less-developed countries as victims 
most seriously hurt by Nixon. Their 
developing manufactures will be 
stymied 
by 
the 
surcharge. 
Recognizing 
their plight, Japan 
virtually eliminated tariffs on the 
m anufactured 
and 
s e m i­ 
manufactured 
exports 
of 
96 
developing countries. As a result, 
now the world's largest textile 
exporter, Japan will before the end 
of the decade become a net importer 
of textiles. 
To finance men it was no secret 
that the Nixon administration is 
divided over NEP. The hard-nosed 
line of treasury Secretary John F. 
Connally, demanding from other 
nations action adding up to a $13 
billion turnaround in the American 
balance of trade, is questioned 
within the State Department and 
even in Treasury. Is this the course 
the most powerful nation in the 
world should follow, leading to 
worsening 
relations 
with every 
trading partner?

T.R.B. from Washington 
Can't love him 


If Mr. Nixon is reelected in 1972 it 
will be the first time in history that 
a man was chosen because his 
policies didn't work. He supported 
the Vietnam war, now he is hailed 
for de-escalation; he deplored 
too 
much managing of the economy, 
now he has a popular wage-price 
freeze; he advocated an economic 
game plan that was such an obvious 
flop 
that 
he 
brought 
a 
near- 
unanimous sigh of relief when he did 
a 180-degree Immelmann turn; and 
again, for 10 years he consistently 
and ardently opposed dealings with 
China, 
now 
he 
pleases 
nearly 
everybody by saying, in effect, that 
his previous policy was folly and 
that he is going to Peking. 
Even with advantages like this we 
still think Mr. Nixon extremely 
vulnerable. It is time to think about 
the prospect and a good place to 
start is with the two-party system. 
This strange method of picking the 
most powerful man on earth is 
calculated to give the greatest 
dissatisfaction to the larget number. 
A two-party system is a structured 
compromise; it means a battle 
between two unstable coalitions 
each seeking the center. 
It is 
terribly 
frustrating 
to 
true 
believers. This is particularly true 
of the opposition party, in this case 
the Democrats. They must pick the 
Nixon 
adversary. 
But 
rival 
candidates face two constituencies, 
one for the nomination, one for the 
election and they are different and 
to 
a 
degree 
antagonistic. 
The 
Democratic convention next year 
may be the most untrammeled in 
history. The activists will have 
more power in the convention than 
in the electorate at large. 
The two-party system is a clumsy 
vehicle in such stress. We expect 
there will actually be three or four 
parties: George Wallace is certain 
to run and. on the other side, our 
liberal friends are searching around 
for a second Eugene McCarthy to 
throw away their votes on and help 
Mr. Nixon get reelected Nothing 
has been done to abolish the absurd 
electoral college and it will serve us 
right if the contest is thrown into the 
House in an un-election 
(As a 
newspaperman this would be fun to 
cover but it would be a tragic blow 
to democracy. > 
Our guess is that Mr. Nixon is 
extremely vulnerable. In a way it is 
unfair. He made a heroic rise from 
apparent oblivion in 1960. He won in 
1968 by an eyelash, never got a 
mandate, and has always had an 
opposition 
Congress. 
The 
"Emerging Conservative Majority 
in 1970 never emerged. He tried to 
fashion an invincible majority by 
putting 
together 
the 
Wallace 
supporters and his own tollowers in 
the Southern Strategy but it was a 
failure. 
A lot of people think Mr. Nixon 
will get reelected if he makes peace 
and restores prosperity, but this is 
relative. Detestation of the war is 
such that getting out of Vietnam 
hardly 
seems 
to 
merit 
much 
gratitude anymore, and the Thieu 
election fiasco only underlines the 
point. As to the economy Mr. Nixon 
isn't out of the woods yet, though we 
have a private feeling that the 
bottom of the recession has passed 
and 
that 
short 
of 
brilliant 
mismanagement things are going to 
get better. The bulk ot conventional 
economists agree. By a year Irom 
now things may be perking up But 
politically we guess that the voter 
who had a terrible scare for his job 
will not be very grateful to the 
Republicans. 
There is. we think, a final issue: 


the 
p e rso n a lity 
of 
the 
Administration. Try as we can, we 
find it hard to love Mr. Nixon. We 
find it hard to love John Mitchell. 
We suppose Martha does, and that’s 
line, but to us he is just a municipal 
bond salesman 
In sum, we rather suspect this is a 
one-term affair, always assuming 
the Democrats don't slaughter each 
other. Perhaps we are in for a 
period of one-termers like that 
between 
Andrew 
Jackson 
and 


Lincoln 
when 
the problems of 
society 
were 
too 
big 
for 
the 
instruments of government and not 
single president was reelected for 24 
years. The country is going into a 
low pressure area, not of the 
economy but of the spirit. It yearns 
for somebody to lift it up. some 
decent man in whose word it has 
faith, somebody who shows trust in 
the people and who gets it back 
again.
